STEAMBOATS. 

Captein Daniel G. Taylor, Supervising 
Inspector ef the Fourth District, em- 
bracing the Mississippi river above Cairo and 
the Missouri and Illinois rivers, reports to the 
Board of Supervisors now in session here, that 
within the ie year there have been inspected 
two hund and fourteen steamers, with 
0,300,806 tonnage.

Both Senate and House got through with an 
unusual quantity of legislation to-day, as will 
be seen from the report of the proceedings as 
published in,the Cournrger-JougnaL. Few of 
the bills were of any general or particular in- 
terest, except to localities or corporations. 

LEGAL ADVERTISING. 

The legal advertising bill, the consideration 

of which had been ordered for to-day, wasazain 

postponed and made the special order for 

Wednesday at 11 o'clock. Itis tobe hoped 

the House will aliow nothing to interfere with 

the passage on Wednesday of this most im- 

portent measure. The enactment of such a 

law is imperatively demanded by the publie 

interest, and it should no longer be delayed. 
GIGANTIC RAILROAD ENTERPRISE. 

The Senate bill incorporating the Elizabeth- 
town, Lexington and Big Sandy Railroad 
Company passed the House to-day. Mr. Jus- 
tice pointed out some rather extraordinary 


- provisions of the @harter, among which was 


the privilege granted to the company to reccive 
real estate as subscriptions to their capital 
stock. Mr. J. urged that, under this unusual 
provision, the company might acquire the 
greater part of the lands in some of the coun- 
ties through which it is proposed the road shall 
run, and thus they would be able to 
wield @ vast political influence in the State 
that might be prejudicial tothe general inter- 
ests and to the interests of other corporations 
to which such privileges have not been grant- 
ed. The history of railroad monopolies in 
other States teaches a fearful lesson, and it is 
we)l that the Legislature should be careful 
how they confer power upon corporations in 
Kentucky. But the friends of the measure 
urged that the road could not be built unless 
they were authorized to recelve lands as sub- 
scription to their capital stock; so the bill was 
reluctantly passed, without amendment.

TERRY’S TEXAS RANGERS. 


THE MAMELUKES OF THE WAR. 
[To the Editor of the Courier-Journal.) 
I. 

It is well known that the late Confederate 
States cavalry, so-called, were in the main, 
strictly speaking, ony mounted infantry, 
doing splendid service, it is true, but always 
dismounting and preferring to dismount to 
fight, unless the want of time or circum- 
stances prevented. Terry’s Rangers were, 
however, an exception. ey were organized, 

armed and equipped, and in action specially 
reserved for regular cavalry charging. Cir- 
cumstances and the nature of the ground may 
have sometimes prevented, but this was tleir 
forte. Each was armed with a deuble-barrel 
shot-gun, two revolvers and a ponderous 
bowie, and adding to courage eontidence, and 
belng most excellent horsemen, they may in 
truth be said to have been the Mamelukes of 
the war. They were in many respects a re- 
rm ne body of men—remarkable for tho 

de corps, their unwavering confidence in 

the final sucecss of the cause, their lofty bear- 

ing in camp and fn field, and the general inte! 

ligence of the rank and ile. No bills of lading 
or chimney corner receipes ‘for the cure of 
ae hgcough and measles, or other false or 
fabrica papers, written or printed, ever 
passed spy or bummer a lines 
guarded by ranger pickets; while their 
reporis the strength, position aud 
movements of the enemy were always timely, 
valuable, and a correct. At Mur- 
freesboro, Friday night, when Bragg was se- 
cretly and silent y preparing for one of his fa- 
mous movements to the rear, a ranger gal- 
loped up and exclaimed, ‘‘General, the enemy 
himeelf is in full retreat.’ He was ‘reprimand- 
ed and headquerters passed on. Afterward 
Hardee was bh rewark, ‘‘not a devil of 
those rangers but would make at least a Brig- 
adier.”’ Their excellent material is accounted 
for by the fact that they were picked men, and 
the flower of the Texas youth.

LEGAL ADVERTISING. 
The legal advertising bill, thc consideration 
of which had been ordered for to-day, wasagain 
postponed and made the special order for 
Wednesday at 11 o’clock. Itis to be hoped 
the House will aliow nothing to interfere with 
the passage on Wednesday of this most im- 
portant measure. The enactment of such @ 
law .is impcratively demanded by the publie 
interest, and it should no longer be delayed. 
GIGANTIC RAILROAD ENTERPRISE. 
The Senate bill incorporating the Elizabeth- 
.town, Lexington and Big Sandy Railroad 
Company passed the House to-day. Mr. Jus- 
tice pointed out some rather extraordinary 


- provisions of the @harter, among which was 


the privilege granted to the company to reccive 
real estate as subscriptions to their capital 
stock. Mr. J. urged that, under this unusual 
provision, the company might acquire the 
greater part of the lands in some of the coun- 
ties through which it is proposed the road shall 
run, and thus they would be able to 
wield @ vast political influence fn the State 
that might be prejudicial tothe general inter- 
ests and to the interests of other corporations 
to which such privileges have not been grant- 
ed. The history of railroad monopolie#? in 
other States teaches a fearful lesson, and it is 
well that the Legislature should be careful 
how they confer power upon corporations in 
Kentucky.

THE WILLS CASE. 


| Coroner's Inquest at Middle- 
town Yesterday. 


NO POISON FOUND. 


Testimony of Witnesses and Verdict 
of the Jury. 


The Freaks of Cireumstantial Evi- 


dence Curiously Iliustrated. 


It will be remembered by the readers of the 
COURIER-JOUBNAL thatsome weeks ago we pub- 
lished im our cOlumns an account of the death of 
Mrs. Lucy Wills,an old lady seventy years of age, 
residing about a mile off the Louisville and 
Shelbyville pike, some ten miles from Louisville. 
We also stated that the circumstances of the 
lady’s death were ef such @ suspicious character 


» as led many to think she was the victim of foul 


play. So much was this the case that Coroner 
Moore, at the request of the relatives of the de- 
ceased, determined that a post mortem examina- 
tion of the body of the dcceased should be held. 
The determination, however, was not fully ar- 
rived at until some efght days after her tnter- 
ment, when the Coroner secured the services of 
te & BD. Kastendine, & young but 
accomplished physician of our city, 

started for the quiet little village 
of Middletown, and without informing any of the 
residents of the place of their intention, preceeded 
with the work of exhumation, whicl, when com- 
pleted, the Doctor very skillfully removed the 
stomach from the body, which was in a very good 
state of oe the winter weather having 
prevented the process of decomposition. So qui- 
etly was this done that the entire work was fin- 
ished without the knowledZe of a solitary soul in 
the town except the jury and two persons whom 
Cotoner Moore k with him to prevent the 
spreading of that the exhuma- 
tion was timtended, Mr. Moore very pro- 
perly desiring to avoid publicity of the operation. 
Dr. Kastenbine returned to the city with the

improved Wagon Brake. 

A patenton an improved Wagon Brake has 
been awarded to Messrs. T. E. C. Brinly and 
Lewis Wolf, of this city, which is considered one 
of the best improvements of the kind yet made. 
It consists in providing an improved aseif- 
acting brake which exerts a pressure on 
the hind wheels in proportion to the 
inclination of the place to be descended and 
to the weight of the load carried; that is, the 
steeper the decent and the heavier the lead the 
more powerful the action of the brake on the 
wheels. This brake can be attached to any wagon 
of ordinary construction, and at about the cost of 
those commonly used. As the wagon starts down 
an inclined plane, the weight of the reach 
is of iteelf sufficient to tmpel it  for- 
ward. But it has the additional weight of 
the hounds, bolsters, axles, atid wheels and 
bed to drive it in that direction? The 
bed being secured to fixed bolsters, and allowed 
to slide over the swinging one by meansof the

scent. When the wagon reaches a level plane it 
unlocks iteelf. The driver has nothing to do but 
sit in his wagon and hold his reins. How many 
persons have been killed or crippled with the 
old side break, by the lever breaking and throw- 
ing the driver off, and often under the wheels? 
Many times there isice on the breaks, and with 
allthe pressure the driver may throw upon the 
lever will not lock the wagon.
